‘The Jew’s Place in the Sun. 


By Mentor. 


\ the article printed in this column the week before last, I 
sight to show that the Jews of the world judged by any 
standard, and particularly by the acid test of inter-identity, 
ma nation. That they are a nation without a Home— 
torritorvyless—does not alter the fact of their being a nation, any 
more than does the coincidence of their subscribing nominally to a 
commonly-denominated religion. Nor does the circumstance 
that so many bave rejected and expressed not the least 
desire for Jewish nationality or even..prefer some other. 
Nor again should there be the confusion that so widely 
exists between merely civil or political nationality and complete 
nationality which includes the ethuic element. For - instance 
lam an Englishman by virtue of having been born in this 
country and because the law of the land declares that English 
birth confers English nationality. It would be the same if | 
were a naturalised Englishman. But I am not an Englishman 
ethnically, because [ am one of a different race from the over- 
whe!ming majority of Englishmen. Moreover the inter-identity that 
subsists between myself and my fellow-Jews the world over is not the 
same as the inter-identity that exists between Englishmen, nor, being 
a Jew, is the inter-identity between myself and other Englishmen 


who are Englishmen ethnically as well as politically. A great 
deal of the misunderstanding arises from our having only one word 
“Jew '—to indicate a national and a religious value. We have 


not two words as in the case of “Englishman”™ meaning a certain 
political nationality, and “Christian’’ meaning a certain religious 
faith, or to give another ifstance Japanese’ and “ Shintoist.”’ If we 
called a mana when we meant his religion and “ Hebrew ”’ 
when his nationality was meant, there would be no room for con- 
fusion. I do-not of course pin myself to the differentiation I have 
suggested. There are many reasons why Israelite’ would be pre- 
feruble to “ Hebrew,” although one very strong reason the other 
way 1s to be found in the fact that the latter term would carry an 
indication of the language of the particular national group referred to, 


Lot that pass, because I would say a word or'two more than I 
did in the previous article about the nécessity for our obtaining 
as & nation a national Home. I noticed the other day that a 
correspondent to these columns claimed that Jews are in a 
superior and, indeed, favoured position, because they are a 
scattered nation. It is all the more difficult, he argued, to 
destroy us, and hence we are safer than if we were just a little 
people, the easy target of lust of power and ambition on the part of 
stronger folk. I need not detail the correspondent's contention, 
because I doubt not it is fresh in the memory of readers. But 
if it be correct that. as I have pointed out, the disintegration 
of the Jewish entity which | contend is a nation, dependent 
“S$ if i8 on religious observance and practice, is going along 
Wiia a rapid and camulatively destructive pace, it stands to reason 
that we cannot survive as a scattered people. We must, on the 


contrary, if .we would continue to exist, base our inter- 
identity as Jews upon something else than religion, and the only 
alternative [ see available is the political or civic . bond 
Wi ' serves all other peoples With our disintegration, let us 
hol lorget, would. go Jewish culture, involved in which is Jewish 
region itself. And there would go also all worthy status attach- 


ing to the Jew. He would slide down a slippery slope of even 
more contumely and contempt than that from which he now 
‘Ulcers or has suffered in the past. The idea therefore that 
Jews are safer as a scattered than as a re-gathered nation, will 
hol in my view bear arguing. sesides, why. this constant 
anxiety to live safely? It only results in our living in eternal 
danger, just as the determination to live dangerously ‘is the 
surest Way tosafety. But some Jews will not recognise this. They 
think that because they once went over the Red Sea on dry land, 
every ocean must bea drained to suif their non-amphibiousness. 
We are told a great deal about the beauty and glory of inter- 
io'lonalism, and paople speak as if that fine ideal were necessarily 
©pposed to nationalism. Nothing of the sort. There is no reason 
she *& sane and rational nationalism should not exist side by side 
vith any equally sane and rational internationalism. There could 
be & United States of Europe, each nation maintaining its own 
re iduality and contributing its own cultare to the general stock, 
‘ach retaining its own language and even its particular racial 
tdenaii while yet all were joined in a political bond such as binds 
the component parts of the American United States. 


But there is, above all, a fact which the Jew cannot ignore with 
impunity, The world arrangement of its national groups is a terri- 
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torial segregation—each national group bas its Home for which it 
which it is bound morally to use not alone for its

stood aloof from this arrangement, or, if you will, bas been compelled 
tO stand aioco we need not stay for the moment to discuss which.

He is among the peoples of the 
world much like the man without a home who invades the homes 
of his friends and reckons to live upon their hospitality, happy 
when that hospitality is accorded to him, and when it is not just 
moving on to somewhere where the amenity will be offered him, 
but his visits to his friends may sometimes be ill-timed and at 
others may result in all sorts of jars. Think of the Jew in his 
world-position, homeless everywhere because he is at home every- 
Where, and you will fiod him much like the hapless individual 
I bave adumbrated It matters nothing that the Jew has his 


political rights in the country in which he dwells. He may none 
the less be regarded as an anomaly so long as he does not amalga- 
with the peopie of that country but “bolds himself separate 
and aloof. The Jew is bound to do this, because otherwise he would 


speedily become lost, and self-preservation, which is the real plea

But for the 
Arabs they care as much as they have at any time for centuries— 
men and women of their class and kind—when the Arabs in Palestine 
were persecuted and held in terrorem by the Turks, for instance, to 
an extentthat never could happen in a Jewish Commonwealth under 
the wgis of tie British Empire. I[t is anti-Judaism which moti- 
vates them-—-consciously or sub-consciously—and the sooner woe 
recognise it and are not taken in by sot words and patronising 
gestures, and assurances that these people love us Jews and count 
Jews among their friends—and all that sort of humbug—the 
sooner we shall be able to estimate the problem that is before us 
in the immediate and more distant future in its true bearings and 
its real proportions, 


And here I must break off with the intention of resuming this 
topic in yet another article. For I am again up to the question of 
Palestine and the Arabs, and there is at least one other point I 
should like to allude to in connection with the whole question 
before dealing with that aspect of it,

Protection of Girls and Women. 


JEWISH ASSOCIATION REPORT. 

A report for the year ended December Slat, 1928, of the Jewish 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women (45, Great Prescott 
Street, Aldgate) has been issned. The report (which is signed by Lady 
Rothschild. President, and Lady Battersea, Vice-President) refers to the 
activities of the various institations and committees which constitute the 
Association. ihe care for the welfare and guidance of the inma‘es of 
bomes, and the constant striving for efficiency in each department, have 
been well maintained. The International, Migration and Parliamentary 
Committee supervises the safeguarding of unprotected girls and women, 
who are obliged to migrate to happier lands. The Committee’s 
international work for the suppression of the traffic in women and 
children is of immense importance. The report of the Cases Com- 
mittee states that 1,275 cases were dealt with daring the year, 
of which 590 were new ones. The Charcroft House and the Hostel 
attached continues to do very valuable work. The Committee 
strive year by year to improve upon their methods for the benefit 
and uplifting of the girls in their charge. Ffatisfactory work has also 
been carried out at the Montefiore House School wher® young giris are 
housed who lacked proper parental control. The Sara Pyke House has 
continued, with unimpaired zeal and usefulness, its dutics as a real home 


for Jewish working girls who are homeless, or whose homes are unavail- 


able, or undesirable. Unfortunately, through lack of room, it has not 
been possible to admit all deserving applicants. The Visiting Branch 
Committee bas had another year of quiet and unobtrusive work to its 
credit. Some 25) working girls have been befriended and guidedJo thetr 
occupations, to whom 3,026 visita were paid during the year. The 
Highbury House Home had some fifteen girls and thirty-cight infants in 
residence last March and is a valuable adjunct to the work of the 
Association. The Children’s Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Miss Hannah Hyam, looks after the cases of children who require special 
treatment. 

The Council {says the report) regrets the passing of « number of 
supporters during the year, among whom were Mr. Bernhard Baron, 
Mrs. Hayman, Mrs. Algernon Lesser, Mrs. Henlé, and Miss N. Faudel- 
Phillips. The task of the Finance Committee was made somewhat more 
easy by the generous response to the appeal made in May, 1928. After 
paying a tribute to the good work done by the Committees, the Secre- 
tarial Staff and others, the report conciudes: “This review of our 
activities would be indeed incomplete were no mention made of the 
important part taken by Dr. Claude G. Montefiore. His interest in its 
welfare and progress is unflagging. Ia spite of many occupations, he is 
always ready to give heed to any demands upop his thought and time. 
No subject is too large, nor to> small. He gives all matters immediate 
attention. Ip our international work, his knowledge and jadgment are 
invaluable. He takes interest iu every detail of our Home work. His 
advice, his — and his a are of incalculable ben: fit.”

Not content with makiog discoveries and excavating the ruoin« °' 
cities which existed at the time of the Patriarchs, an expedition 
setting out for Mesopotamia from London this week hoping to ma 
discoveries of the anti-diluvian era. This is the eighth expedit 
Mesopotamia of the joiat efforts of the British Museum and the Un. 
sity of Pennsylvania. Aithough the site of Ur of the Chaldees is to 
excavated generally, the expedition is mainly concerned with makin, 
discoveries and investigations bearing on the Deluge. A previous ex 
tion discovered at Ura clay belt, some 10 feet thick, which they regari 
as evidence of the Fiood. The objects discovered will be divided aw 
the British Museum and Maseums at New York and Bagdad. 


Writing of discoveries, a most interesting one has just been ma: 
nearer home, by Messrs. George Coben and Sons, the celebrated =< 
iron and mnetal merchants and ship breakers, of Commercial Road. In 
an. old iron safe, which came from an ascient inn at Brentford, they 
discovered a worn yellow volume, which tarned out to be the Minut 
Look of the Barge Uwnoers’ Association from 1802 until 1859. This bist 
old volume contained a record of the measures taken by the barge owners 
to protect their craft from the organised gangs of cut-throats and pirates 
who infested the Thames at the beginning of the last century. 
Minute Book has been presented to the Port of London Authority by \r. 
Lawrence Levy, one of the directors of George Cohen and Sons.

Its Reactions in the United States.

The Palestine massacres aroused the American Jew as he has ; 
been aroused before. The innumerable parades and protest me: 
have shown the extent to which the Jews here in America have ¢. 
their persecuted brethren in / retz Yterae!. Jews of every class and 
of opinion have automatically dropped their differences and risen t 
ment that the wrongs inflicted upon their corelicionists ia the HH: 
shall be righted, and that the Jewish National Home shal! bt 
never before. There is no equivocality about that term now 
Zionists are shc uting it to the world, and the non-Zionists have cven 
so far as to say that a Jewish National Home must be safeguardci. 

There is a firm determination that there must first be a th 
investigation and the guilty punished, and that relief must be br 
the snfferers. Then there must be a rebuilding of the ruins and 
energetic upbuilding of the land. To the cry for relief there has been 
overwhelming response. Organisations of every nature, Zionist 
workers’ organisations, sports ciubs, youth organisations, | 
organisations, business bodies—all have raised money for the lal. 
Emergency Fund, which at the time of writing totals to about a: 
aud a half dollars. No less creditable have been the efforts of Chr: 
churches and organisations to help swell the Fond by substantia 
tions. These worthy members of another religion have also raised ' 
hands high in protest agaiust the barbarism of the Arabs.

leaders to address mectings in various parts of the country. 

Ir must be said, in conclusion, that the feeling here in America, is 
that the Palestine disorders may turn out to be a blessing in disguise, 
the blessing being an intensification of Zionism among the American 
masses. They have in any case revealed an indomitable determination 
that at all cost, Palestine must be rebuilt as the Jewish National Home.

Jewish Health Centre's Activities. 


From a Correspondent—Cnracow, 

The dubliee Report issued on the occasion of the fortieth vear of 
existen fthe Kabka Summer Colony Society for Jewiss Chiliren of 
School Ags 3a very interesting recofd of Jewish benevolent activities 
in Cracow. Poland iL he clety was founded in 1890, and-in that year 


was able to send only fifteen children away for a holiday, but except for 
the two war years of 1915-15, its activities have steadily developed, until, 
in 1929, r and ailing Jewish children were enabled 
to spend from two weeks to two months amid healthy surroundings 
and under special medical and dietary treatment. Rabka itself 
has lopg been koown as a medical resort possessing curative springs, 
and the Society s Hlome is situated- amid health-giving pine forests. 
During the last few years the colony has been equipped with a «ports 
ground and gymnuasium, facilities for sun-bathing, a libtary, and most 
important of all, medical baths and water‘cure facilities inthe groua(s 
of the colony itself, The cost per child, including ‘fares, personnel, etc, 
in 1928 was just over two zioties (or about a shilling) per day ; half the 
children paid a'‘purely nominal contribation, while the otuers were 
taken free of all charge. The total expenditure for 1928, inclading sums 
spent on buildiog and deve lopment work, amounted to 25,000 z'oties, or 
approximately £6/5: a remarkably small sum, even when the low cost of 
living in Poland istaken into account. Of this sum, one-sixth was con- 
tributed by local government and other authorities in Cracow, the 
remainder being raised by private donations, collections, etc-, among the 
Jewish Community.

Dying Jew Forcibly Baptised. 

Monstrous Act of “ Perverted” Children 

From cur Correspondent.- ~BUDAPEST. | 
Great indignation was aroused among the Jews of Budapest 
when the news of the forcible baptism of a Jew on his death-bed became 
known. The victim, it appears, was one of the leading Jewish physicians 
in Hungary, Dr. Heinrich Schuschny, and the “conversion” was arranged 
in the Sanatorium, at atime when the doctor was in a dying condition, 
nnable to move or speak. The cowardly act was apparently connived by 
his baptised children, who admitted that their father was only able to 
give his consent to the baptism by gestures. The Jewish Community 
declares, however, that the conversion was illegal, as the late physician was 
not in a state of mind capable of clearly understanding what was being 
done when he was baptised, and it, therefore, demands that the muni- 
cipal authorities should inquire into the case, exhume the body, which 
has been interred at the Christian cemetery and send it for re-burlal at 
the Jewish cemetery. 


Modern “Attitude to the Jews. 
Sephardim as Spanish Ambassadors. 
[From our Correspondent—MADRiD)} 

The several hundred Jewish families now living in Spain are awaiting 
with interest the promulgation of the new Constitution to see whether 
it will afford to the Jews fall citizen rights. 

The Edict of Ferdinand and Isabella, issned in 11492, which probibited 
Jews, under penalty of death, from living in Spain, has never been 
formally annulled, although, of course, it has not been applied for 
centuries. It is true that Article 11 of the Spanish Constitution 
of 1576 proclaims tolerance and full freedem of worship and that the 
decree of 1924 re-admits Sephardic Jews into Spain, yet the legal position 
of the Jew in Spain is not by any means secure. It is also true that 
recentiy the Dictator, Genera! Primo di Rivera, declared that Jews may 
come and live in Spain like any other foreigner.

Liturgy. 

Text-books on logic have a very useful expression called the “ Universe 
of Discourse,” which describes the limited sphere within which terms are 
intended to apply at any particular time. By this convenient method, 
the words employed are always modified or restricted by the context 
expressed or understood, and are only designed to hold good within the 
prescribed range of argument. “PRAYER-BOOK OF THE 5T. GEORGE'S 
SETTLEMENT SYNAGOGUE” (Express Printers) is issued under the auspices 
of the West London Synagogue and the “ Liberal” Jewish Synagogue, and 
is most fairly to be judged within the universe of discourse of “ Liberal” 
Judaism: It has been compiled for the use of the members of the St. 
George's Settlement for the weekly Sabbath Services, for the New Year, 
and for private worship. As Mr. Basil Henriques frankly points out in the 
Preface, these Services do not wholly correspond with any which are at 
present in existence. Inthe main, they take the traditional form. but 
as they are intended for use in a Pr gressive Synagogue, the aim through- 
out has been to try to prove that through such a form modern thought 
can be expressed. The contents are framed on eclectic lines. Many of 
the translations are taken directly from the Authorised Daily Prayer 
Book, and the Prayer Books of the West London and the “ Liberal” Jewish 
Synagogues. Some of the prayers, however, are not translations at all, 
but paraphrases, and the English has been so altered as almost to 
change the original sense. The Hebrew has been retained in order to 
show the ancient thought upon which the modern interpretation is based. 

This “ Prayer Bock” raises once more the problem, what is a Christian 
hymn? For the section comprising “Anthems,” includes the metrical 
versions of Psalm xc., “O God, our Help in Ages Past,” and Psalm c., 
“All People that on Earth do Dwell,” both employed in Christian 
worship. “O God, our Help in Ages Past,” by Isaac Watts, is assigned 
an appropriate place in the Chief Rabbi's “ Book of Jewish Thoughts.” 
It is also to be found in “New Year and Atonement: Prayer Book for 
Children,” recently published under the auspices of the London Com- 
mittee of Jewish Mini«ters. If then, the use of this hymn is considered 
correct in an orthodox environment, why should its adoption be con- 
demped ina” Liberal” conventicle? There is obviously still chaos in 
selecting the criterion of judgment. There is great wisidom enshrined in 
the maxim of Kesh Lakish, a prominent Palestine Rabbi of the third 
century, “ First correct thyself ; then correct others ” (Sanhedrin 19a). 

History. 

“HisToRY OF THE HEBREWS,” by Dr. Frank Knight Sanders 
iScribners, Ss. 6d.), is a compact yet comprehensive outline which aims 
at making the Bible, with all its richness of content, more intelligible 
and attractive. It opens up the fascinating background of Bible history 
which archmological research and exploration has further developed. It 
gives a unified grasp of the whole, and at the same time clarifies, in 
proper historical setting, cach book or portion of the Bible. It indicates 
the varied factors—political, personal, social, economic and particularly 
religious—that account for the remarkable development of the people of 
Israel. For fifteen years this book has been in active use among students 
and is now presented in an enlarged form with corrections and additions 
which are the result of recent research and new knowledge. This work 


has several excellent features, but Jewish readers will have to exercise 
great discrimination in using it. 


“THE ASSYRIANS AND THEIR NEIGHBOURS,” by the Rey. W. A. 
Wigram (G. Bell and Sons. 15s.), is the story of the survival. in an 
isolated corner of the world, of the Assyrians, a race as ancient as history 
itself. For centuries, Mesopotamia has been their home. Gréat 
Empires have risen there and crumbled away. Waves of conquest have 
ebbed and flowed across that land of desert, delta, and mountain ranges. 
Yet, in spite of this constant flux, until very recently the Assyrian 
people and their customs had remained unchanged. They were still as 
they were in the days before Babylon was built. Dr. Wigram bas lived 
among this people and knows them well. His first-hand acquaintance 
with their traditions renders his book all the more authoritative. Now 
that the existence of the Assyrians as a separate nation must inevitably 
come to an end with their incorporation in the new kingdom of Iraq, such 
au account as this, of their ancient customs and romantic fortunes from 
the coming of Alexander the Great to their remarkable adventures in the 
Great War and after, should prove of very special interest and importance. 

“THE HANSA: ITS HISTORY AND ROMANCE,” by Mr. E. Gee Nash 
(John Lane. 18s.), tells the story of the rise, supremacy and fall of the 

North European mercantile organisation known as the Hanseatic League. 
The members of the Hansa not only dominated the economic situation 
between the twelfth and the fourteenth. centuries, bat also exercised 
considerable political influences. The activities of the League are 
closely bound up with the history of the period and with the affairs of 
Hamburg, Luebeck, the “Steelyard” in London and the Baltic city of 
Visby, which disappeared into the sea. Tuis account of the Hansa gives 
the atmosphere of the period and throws a vivid light on the everyday 
life of mediwyval Europe. The book is copiously illustrated from con- 
temporary sources. 5S. L. 
Fiction. 

“I8scaARIOT ” (The Mandrake Press, 5s.) derives the basis of its theme 
from the New Testament. Mr. Cecil Roth has produced a readable if not 
too well written work about Judas leaving parents and home to follow 
in the steps of his master. The opening chapters describe Judas’ early 
years and contain a really good schoolboy “howler”: “Solomon had 
seven hundred wives and three hundred concubines.

A Jewish Treasury. 

The name of Bertha Pappenheim is held in high honour whereve: 
her work on behalf of Jewish women and children is known. She has 
now added to the debt of obligation under which she has piaced her 
fellow-Jews, by a literary work of great value. Under the title ol 
“ ALLERLEI GESCHICHTEN ” (Frankfort: Kauffmann), she has published 
under the auspices of the German Frauenbund a version of the old 
“ Maasse-Buch,” which provided the religious pabulum of countiess 
generations of women in Israel in days gone by. Using the Amsterdam 
edition of 1723, she has provided a German translation which, whie 
retaining all the flavour of the original, renders it accessible to 
those who would find a difficulty im reading Yiddish. Scanning 
these 250 stories drawn from Talmud and Midrash and (the 
literature of the Middle Ages, one can well appreciate how ‘it 
was that the Jewish mothers—though féw of them received any 
formal Jewish teaching—were yet permeated by the Jewish spirit 
and inspired by the highest Jewish ethical doctrine. The great 
characters of Jewish history and literature, the leading Rabbis of the 
Talmud, became to them as familiar friends whose teachings were woven 
into the very texture of their lives.

No. 518.—Arabs. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

“Who are the Arabs, anyway?” 

{had been talking to an American friend; and his question, couched 
in direct American fashion, brought home to me the fact that possibly 
many people who are reading about Arabs in the newspapers hardly 
realise what we mean by the term. In its simplest form we understand 
by an Arab an inhabitant of Arabia. If this were the whole story, how. 
ever, we should not need to ask the obvious question: What of the Arabs 
in Palestine? The fact is that the term “Arab” is comprehensive and 
denotes a Semite of the race which from the earliest known time has 
eecupied the Arabian Peninsula. But whereas in ancient usage the term 
was confined to the Bedouin tribes in the north of the Peninsula, in 
mes itis applied not only to the pure Semites of Arabia, but 
aiso to their descendants. many of whom are mixed with native races, in 
Northern, Eastern and Central Africa, in Madagascar, India and the 
Malay Archipelago and in various parts of Syria and Persia. In thinking 
of the Arab, one must also think of his religion—Islam. The word 
“Islam” in Arabic means obedience to the Will of God: submission: 
humbling oneself; resigning oneself to the Divine disposal. The formula 
of the creed is: “There is no God but Allah, and Mahomet is His 
Prophet.” 

This statement contains the substance of the whole matter. Take 
any atlas and turn toa map of Arabia, and you will find a wide expanse 
of desert relieved by numerous oases. The country has from time 
immemorial been inhabited by a wandering people who, before the time 
of Mahomet (569-632) were a race of heathens, worshipping the celestial 
bodies as well as a number ofidols. It is only natural that in the clear 
sky of the east and among a people who were forthe most part wanderers, 
devotion to the sun, moon and stars should become a nationa! charac. 
teristic. These wandering tribes were addicted to idol worship of the 
same sort as we meet with in other parts of the world, and did not exciude 
human sacrifices. But Mahomet, while accepting a good deal of the 
religious practice of his people, changed their religion fundamentally ; 
so mach so that he founded a new religion based to a very large extent 
on the Jewish Bible. The Holy Book of the new faith is called the Koran. 
and the followers of Mahomet believe that the Moslem Bible was brought 
to their Prophet by an angel from God Himself. The Prophet taught his 
devotees that God alone and no other could produce so incomparable a 
literary product. 

In his intercourse with the Jews who had been settled in Arabia for 
centuries, Mahomet learned much of the contents of the Hebrew Bible. 
and he took over large parts of itintohisown. Heand his followers came 
to believe that whereas the Jews were the descendants of the younger 
son of Abraham, the Arabs were the decendants of his elder son. Conse- 
quentiy, the followers of the new religion looked good-naturedly on the 
Jews whom they regarded more or less as brethren. Not only was this 
the case, but Moses, the great Hebrew law-giver, oecame a hero of the 
Moslems. So, too, did Jesus of Nazareth. The theory was that Adam, 
Abrabam, Moses and Jesus were.all prophets in their turn, but that 
Mahomet out-topped them all. Because they were all prophets, it was 
the duty of the believer to do them honour. 

The gist of the teaching of Islam is submissison to the Will of God. 
Sut it should be borne. in mind that the religion is entirely unitarian, 
asserting that there is only one God; it stresses cleanliness, it forbids 
the use of images, it prohibits wine, it enforces circumcision. Islam 
further teaches the duty of charity, urging true believers to practise the 
giving of tithes. Of Mahomet himself Moslems relate marvellous stories. 
You will recollect Gibbon’s account of their belief that trees went forth 
to meet him; that he was saluted by stones; that water gushed from his 
inwers, that he fed the hungry, cured the sick, and raised. the dead. 
“His dream of a nocturnal journey is seriously described as a real and 
C rporeal transaction. A mysterious animal, the Borak, conveyed him 
from the Temple of Mecca to that of Jerusalem; with his companion 
Gabriel he successively ascended the seven heavens, and received and 
repayed the salutations of the Patriarchs, the Prophets and the Angels in 
their respective mansions. Beyond the seventh heaven Mahomet alone 
Was permitted to proceed; he passed the veil of Unity, approached within 
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Flinders Petrie, and now lodged in the Museum at Cairo. The work is 
© piously illustrated by drawings and photographs which will enable 
scholars’ to check Professor Grimme’s deductions. There is 
seneral agreement that the Sinai inscriptions represent the earliest 
Semitic alphabet known and they derive importance from the fact that they 
postulate the possibility, hitherto contested by many Bible critics, that 
Hebrew writing was current among the Israelites at the time of the Exodus. 
hile it is incontestable that the alphabet was derived from, or modelled 
ou Egyptian, Professor Grimme believes that it was influenced rather by 
hieratic than by hieroglyphic writing, here differing from other investi. 
s\tors. He concludes also that the writing originated in the Sinai region 
‘tscif, the inventor being a Semite of Egyptian upbringing though of

Their 
religion, too, made converts; and to-day it is estimated that there are 
some 25) million Moslems in the world. Of these, 68 millions are in 
India, 2) to 30 millions in China and 7 to 10 millions in Arabia itself. 
In Palestine there are only some 590,000 Moslems as compared with 
43,000 Jews and some 73,000 Christians, To-day. moreover, the Arabian 
Peninsula-is organised as the nucleus of what may one day prove to be a 


great Aral kingdom under the sovereignty of lbn Saud, who has been 
proclaimed King of the Hejaz and Sultan of Nejd. He has thirteen 
surviving sons and numerous daughters. In his possession is the Holy 
City of Mecca to which every one of the 250 millions of Moslems in the 
world who is physically able to accomplish the journey is commanded to 
perform the pilgrimage once In his lifetime, provided that he is possessed 
of sufficient means to support himself and his dependants during his 
uusands of Moslems from all parts of the world 
actually enter on this Pilgrimage every year. They come from the 
Nialav Peninsula, from Java, from Egypt and India, from Afghanistan, 
trom Morocco and Algeria, from Turkey and the Balkaags, from China and 
Central Asia, from Central Africa and the Sudan. The most interesting 
group are the pilgrims who traverse Central Africa, moving slowly, 
trading a little, working a little and begging a little. Most of them are 
on foot: many die on the way; to many children are born. For these 
African Moslems the Pilgrimage to Mecca is often a matter of several 
vears. But they get there in the end, happy to have carried out one of 
the great behests of their religion. 

The Jews andthe Arabs have much in common. Both are Semites, 
both are Unitarians; a good deal of their ancient tradition is common to 
both. t matters not for the moment that the Arabs took over much of 
this tradition from the Jews. But while in the past Arab civilisation 
reached a high level of excellence, it must be admitted that that civilisa- 
tion can no longer claim the glories which were deservedly its own in 
days gone by. On the whole the Arab, even the educated Arab, can 
hardly be measured with the Arab of the Golden Age. Inthe main it 
mast be admitted that the Jew in point of education and culture occupies 
a much higher position than the Arab. The great bulk of the Arabs in 
Palestine are ap uneducated folk, standing on a low level ofcuiture. The 
Arab of Palestine has shown that he can live at peace with his Jewish 
neighbour. It is only when outside agitators, for reasons of their 
own, stir up the Arab by lying reports, that his natural savagery gets 
the better of him.

‘Te He not thy Father who acquired thee; hath He not made 
thee and established thee ?'—Deut. 6. 

The Midrash notes how often in Jewish history moral corruption has 
followed physical indulgence, how often worldly prosperity has been 
the prelude in Israel to spiritual degeneration and national disaster, 
‘‘Jeshuron waxed fat and kicked, and forsook the God which made him, 
and lightly esteemed the Rock of his salvation” It was the special 
purpose of this song of Moses to warn his people against such dangers. 
“For I bring them to the land which I promised to their fathers, flowing 
with milk and honey, and they will eat to the full and become fat and 
turn themselves to other gods, and serve them and provoke me and 
break my covenant. Let this song therefore testify against them.” The 
force and power, the beauty and poetry of this composition, combined 
with the pathos of the moment of its delivery, make it worthy of the 
high purpose for which it was intended. Moses calls upon the 
grandeur of heaven and the majesty of earth to bear witness to his testi- 
mony. They alone, the starry heavens and the everlasting hills, can 
carry its message down the ages. From generation to generation they 
can tell of that glory of God which is the chief theme of the song, and of 
the permanence and the implications of the covenant which by the hand 
of His faithful prophet God has made with Israel. As for them, the flock 
of his tending, from whom he is to be so soon separated, he prays that 
his message may fall upon their hearts refreshing them and making them 
fertile—"“ Like rain upon the tender herb and like gentle showers upon 
the grass.” He would pay homage to the greatness and the power of 
God whose name he now proclaims, and he would have his people join 
him in the praise he utters. He would tell them ofthe Divine attributes. 
He would set those attributes in contrast with the weaknesses and the 
backslidings of the people he hasled. “ The Rock, His deeds are perfect, for 
all His ways are julgment ; a God of faithfolness withont iniquity, just 
and uprighbtis He.” But perfection and justice and faithfulness have 
not characterised the dealings of Israel, even while the prophet lives. 
How can he expect them to follow righteousness, when he is no longer 
there to guide them? They have been perverse and rebellions. They 
have ill requited the Divine goodness with their acts of.foolishness and 
sin. He, therefore, recalls to their memories the story of God's dealings 
with His people. He bids them look back on the road they have travelled, 
marking the innumerable signs of the Divine favour and salvation. 
So perchance in spite of his misgivings, they may tread to better 
mivantage the new paths that lie before them. God's lovingthought for 
His people had been exercised even before they had realised their own 
existence. Before Israel appeared among the nations, God had taken 
measures for their future. When He assigned lands to the nations of the 
world, He took thonght in His providence for the children of Israel. He had 
reserved a space for them among other peoples. The nations had each 
their own inheritance. God's inheritance was His people, His land was 
theirs. There He had prepared a place forthem. He had chosen them 
for Himself. He had guarded them and guided them through waste 
avd howling wilderness. He had surrounded them with His love. He had 
instructed them. He had watched them like the apple of His eye. Ina 
tender and touching simile, Moses compares the care of God for His 
people to that of the care of.a bird for the little fledglings of the nest. 
“As an eagle stirreth up her nest, fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, bearing them on her pinions. Sothe Lord 
alone did lead him, and there was no strange God with Him.” 

Whatever toil and hardship they had endured were but the symbols 
of parental love to lead the children of His care ever upward and onward. 
God alone, without these strange and useless gods after whom they tend 
to go astray, God alone had wrought these things for them. -So would 
He work fresh wonders. From rocky soil should come forth oil and 
honey. Blessings of sheep and goats, of wheat and grapes would be 
theirs in days to come; houses they had not built: vineyards and olive 
trees they had not planted. And then would come the testing time. 
God would fulfil His part of the covenant. Prosperity and blessing would 
be theirs. The heavens and the earth He had called as witnesses would 
do their part. The rain of their land would fall in due season. They 
would gather in their wine and their corn and their oil. But the inspired 
singer foresees and knows that they would become arrogant and self-asser. 
tive. They would be going astray after other gods, faithless to the Rock 
that bare them, forgetful of the God that formed them. And when 
God sees their ingratitude, their Strange and perverse ways, He can but 
scorn His people and their doings. Vividly Moses pictures the conse- 
quences of their sin, In tense and terrible words Moses describes the 
horrors of warfare, of pestilence and plague. Nothing but the eternal 
honour of God's name can, stand between them and destruction. 
The sole purpose of their existence as a people was their faith- 
fulness to their mission of righteousness. When they failed in 
that, and themselves added to the depravity and immorality of a 
world they were called upon to better, that world itself would 
turn upon them and destroy them. But God's purpose of chastisement 
was not the destruction of His people, but the destruction of evil. And 
in the final judgment, not the world but God would judge His people and 
repent Him concerning His servants. The day will come when even those 
who have endeavoured to harrow and destroy and persecute them wil! 
honour and pay tribute to the eufferings and the achievements of God's 
people. In that day God Himself will make an atonement for His land 
and for his people; the land on which His eyes are set, the people whom 
of old He acquired for Himself. INO IN It is to such an atone- 
ment, that this swan-song of Moses appr »priately points on this Sabbath 
of repentance that precedes the Atonement Day.

American Victims of the Disaster. 
CLAIM FOR DAMAGES FROM BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 
\From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK). 


Mr. Emanuel Seller, the Jewish Congressman of Brooklyn, has sub.

WORK OF THE JEWISH DEFENCE CORPS. 

In the course of a private letter received from a most reliable source 
in Palestine, the following account is given of the work of Haganah during 
the recent disturbances. The writer says: 

It seems to me that the English officials here have not yet realised 
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the fact that they owe their very lives to the Jewish Self-defence Corps. 
And it cannot be stressed too much that, had it not been for the wonderful 
work of Haganah, the Jews would have been slaughtered throughout 
the country. It was only Haganah that saved them. The police did 
very little, and the troops arrived much too late. The English officials 
have yet to realise that, if Haganah had not stood in the way, the Arabs 
would have completed their foul work by wiping out the English after 
of the Jews. Jews throughout the world should know the value 
of Haganah, and not only give it every support, but should not waver for 
a single moment in the demand for the legalisation of Haganah. Without 
a legally recognised Jewish Self-defence Corps, the very existence of the 
Yishud is in constant danger. 


Arab-Jewish Friendship. 


HOSTILITY ENTIRELY DUE TO AGITATORS. 


The Mukbtar and the Shiekhs of the Arab village Betcbanina have 
visited the Jewish suburb Neveh-Jacob at Jerusalem. They were 
received in a cordial manner since, despite the persistent efforts of Arab 
agitators, they refused to take part in the riots. The British military 
patrol stationed at Neveh-Jacob also attended the reception by special 
invitation. The Arab guests declared that the majority of the Arabs 
were content to live onder the Mandate and maintain peace with the 
Jews, if only the professional agitators were removed. They also invited 
the Jews and the British to a return visit to Betchanina. 

The Arabs and the Jews have opened jointly a cattle market at 
Afuleh, which is proving a great success. 


Insult to Mr. Norman Bentwich. 
SIR JOHN CHANCELLOR'S PROMPT ACTION. 


An unwarrantable insult was offered to Mr. Norman Bentwich when 
a Pritish Committee was formed in Jerusalem with Mrs. Heron, the wife 
of Colonel Heron, the Director of the Health Department, as President, 
to organise a testimonial to the British police in recognition of their 
services during the riots. Circulars were sent to the senior officials 
requesting them to contribute to the fund, but these circulars were kept 
back from the Jewish officials. When Mr, Norman Bentwich heard of 
the fund, he, not suspecting the boycott of the Jewish officials, sent in 
a donation, which was promptiy returned to him. The matter was 
immediately reported to Sir John Chancellor. The High Commissioner 
at once dissolved the Com tee after administering a severe rebuke to 
the officials responsible for this display of bad taste.

Protest in Chile. 
“SLOW AND COOL” POLICY.

We Jews in Chile, like other Jews all over the world, mourn at the 
events which have occurred in our Homeland, Palestine. We held a 
public meeting, and there were present over six hundred people, in order 


to protest against the brutalities and massacres. Most of the speakers 


placed the blame on the British administration in Palestine. There were, 
however, other speakers who also blamed the Zionist Executive because 
of its *’ slow and cool” policy. At present we here do not know all the 
details of the happenings in Palestine. It must take a few weeks before 
we get the papers from Europe. A cable was sent to the League of 
Nations and a protest to the British Government.

Addressing a Zionist meeting in the Hotel Metropole, Leeds, last 
Monday evening, Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P., said that he bad been asked 
to etate the case for Zioniem in the forthcoming debate in the House of 
Commons on the recent bappenings in Palestine, and be had readily con- 
sented to do so, because he believed that the time had arrived for a fear- 
leas exposition of the Zionist case in this country. It was significant 
that the British press did not hesitate to offer undisguised hostility to 
Jewish aims and aspirations, in the hope that the Government would 
decide to depart from the policy embodied in the Balfour Declaration. 

It was to be deeply regretted that only some fifteen per cent. of the 
world Jewish population of about fifteen millions were directly 
interested in Zionist activities, and in his judgment the future of 
Zionism would in large measure be determined by the attitude of 
those Jews who had stood aloof in the past. Many well-meaning 
Jews continued to confuse “Missionism” with Zionism and believed 
that the ultimate Zionist goal was the political establishment of 
the Jews as the Chosen People, with the unfortunate implication that 
the Jews were superior to all other nations. He did not believe in the 
doctrine of superiority, and his support of Zionism rested very largely 
on the conception of equality, rather than superiority. Historically, the 
case for a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine was overwhelm ng and 
indecd unanswerable, and he thought the apparent conflict between Arab 
and Jewish interests would be abolished once the Arab masses had learned 
to understand the real aims of the Jewish people. 

At the root of all the trouble, concladed Mr. Marcus, was. what 
Zangwill once described as the “dislike of the unlike,” and only by 
the removal of misunderstanding, born of ignorance, could one hope 
for permanent progress in Palestine. He was firmly convinced 
that no power on earth would deter the Jews from their task, and they 
owed it to those who had recently lost their lives in Palestine, to see to 
it that the Zionist effort was crowned with success.

BELFAST. 
Humane Slaughter of Animals. 


JEWISH METHOD CRITICISED. 

By-laws, providing for the compulsory use of mechanically-op*rated 
instruments for the slaughter of animals inthe Belfast Abattoir. were 
adopted at a meeting of the City Council held on Tuesday in last week. 
The Lord Mayor presided. The Council, however, adopted the Markets 
Committee's recommenation to: leave the Jewish method of slaughter 
as it is. 

The minutes of the Markets Committee, read to the Council. referred 
to the proposed by-laws and t» interviews which had taken place with 
Rabbi J. Shachter. 

Councillor F. M'KIBBSIN, in moving an amendim2nt to delete that 
portion of the minutes referring to the exemption of the Jews from the 
operation of the by-law, said that it was the opinion of the members of 
the Committee that the Jewish method ofslaughter was cruel—he might 
also use the word abominable. Yet they were proposing to allow the 
Jews to continue that system, which was more cruel than the Christiana 
method of slaughter by means of tha poleaxe. When the Rabbi came 
before the Committee first he was asked if he had any objection to the 
severance of the spinal cord immoadiately after the “sacrificial cut” and 
he said no. That question was repeated several times, and the Labbi 
asserted that the cutting of the spinal cord had no reference to their 
Councillor M’Kibbin described the Jewish method of 
casting as dreadful, and said independent reports from some of the 
foremost men in the British Isles showed that under those conditions 
the animals suffered severe bruises. The Rabbi had stated that he had 
no objection to a system of casting that would save the animal pain 
provided it was put in a position to have the throat cut. In the meantime, 
the Rabbi went to London and hadaconsultation. He (Councillor M’ Kibbin) 
did not know what took place there, but when the Rabbi came back be 
said the Committee had misunderstood him. Then he told the Com- 
mittee that he had no objection to the spinal cord being cut after the 
animal was dead. Did they ever hear such a nonsensical statement 

Alderman ALEXANDER, who seconded the amendment, sail that 
no man had a greater regard for the members of the Jewish faith (haa 
he had. They were a law-abiding race, and so should conform tothe 
laws of the lan] in which they sojourned. The Jewish system was not 
only cruel, but was as near as possible the essence of cruelty. It wasup 
to the Council to prevent any unnecessary cruelty. 

Councillor HENDERSON said that the Rabbi had put forward evidenc 
that the Jewish method was not cruel, and the layman was in a difficult 
position in having to judge between the experts. No important c'ly ia 
the United Kingdom objected to the way the Jews slaughtered the 
animals. If they were denied the right to slaughter animals in the 
abattoir, they would go outside the city boundary. 7 

Alderman NIXON stated that he would never bea party to coercing 
anybody to do anything contrary to their religious belief. 

Councillor LYLE HAUL said that under the Scottish Law there was & 
clause exempting the Jews from the operation of aclause of that kiad, 
and ia view of the work the Committee had had to get that by law 
through, he appealed to the Council to reject the amendment.

Srr,—May I make an earnest appeal to all ministers of Jewis! com 
munities to form local historical committees, whose object would be 
collect data and to issue a report concerning the history of the Jews in 
their own districts. There still remains a great deal to be disclosed 
concerning Anglo-Jewish history, and no better way of findin; this 
material exists. 

It is possitle, as I have found, for the local investigator to collect 
data and information not easily obtained by the general researcher, and 
it is often the details in local records that prove to be the keys ‘ doubt- 
ful situations. The historical committees need not be very large, and 
the work of examining local records could be best subdivided into pees 
each person concentrating upon an arranged era. The growth he 
Jewish population and the general development of the Commun''y 
be traced, and outstanding events of sigaificance or of interest o ul 
recorded. The entire material would be collected and a concis® ~ 
written embodying the detailed results of the research. [It wou! ee 
course, be absolutely necessary to quote authorities, sources and re c 
ences accurately, and an indication might be given of the degree 
veracity to be accorded to doubtful points.

pankrurtey.—At the Bankruptcy Buildings, last week, the first 
meeting of the creditors was held of SIDNEY RICH, who carried on busi- 
nese at 57, Barnett Grove, and 19a, Cymon Street, Bethnal Green, timber 
and veneer merchant, against whom a receiving order was made on 19th 
September. The debtor estimated bis liabilities at £8,000 and scheduled 
assets tothe value of £2,065. Ile attributed his failure to lack of capital, 
had debts and law costs. A trustee of the estate was appointed, assisted 
by a Committee of Inspection. 

The public examination was held at the Manchester Bankruptcy 
Court of Mrs. CECILIA COHEN, of Broom Lane, Higher Broughton, who had 
traded as Madame Cecille, gowns specialist, Oxford Road. The receiving 
order wes made on a creditor's petition in July 1929. The statement of 


effairs sho wed gross liabilities of £1,090, with £993 expected to rank, and 
a dcficiency .of £978. Debtor gave as causes of her failure insufficient 
‘grnover and heavy overhead charges and sickness. Accounts showed 
that in 1926, when the profit from the bu-iness was £376, she withdrew 
£306 for the household and personal expenses of herself, her husband, and 
two children. In 1927, when the profit was £578, she withdrew £691, 


and in 1928, with a profit of 1562, the withdrawals were £730. The 
examination was concluded. 

A debtor who told the Registrar that he changed his name because 
he did not wish to be thought a Jew, appeared for his public examination 
in bankruptcy at Bebington, Cheshire. He was HARRY COHEN, carrying 
on business as an electrical engincer at 41-43, The Village, Lower 
Bebington. His unsecured liabilities were £271, estimated assets £89, 
and a deficiency of £182. Debtor filed his own petition on July 9th. In 
reply to Mr, J. Alleorn, Official Receiver, debtor said he married in 1926 and 
then assumed the name of Kenneth Cowan. “I am not a Jew and my 
own seemed to bea Jewish name. I did sot want to be known asa Jew,” 
debtor added, He attributed his failure to lack of capital and alleged 
misappropriation by anemployee. Mr. Allcorn submitted that thedebtor 
had not been telling the truth in some of his replies, and the 
Registrar observed, “It is obvious that he has been indulging in guess. 
work In closing the examination, Mr. Symond said that if the debtor 
applied for his discharge he must be prepared for a very adverse report. 


On Tuesday in the London Bankruptcy Court, EDMUND KOHN, gleve 
merchant, of 24, Nevern Mansions, Karis Court, attended for public 
examination before Mr. Registrar Sticbel. The debtor failed in July last 
and his accounts showed total liabilities £17,4°6, of which £15,(65 are 
expected to rank for dividend, against assets £2,450. In 1905 he was 
joined in partnership by another person who provided about £300 capital, 
the business being carried on under the style of “Hershman and Kohn,” 
ontil the partnership was dissolved in 1914. In January, 1925, the busi- 
ness was taken over by a company of which he acted as managing 
director at a salary of £1,000 per annum, until it went into voluntary 
iquidation in January last. He attributed his failure to the collapse of 
thatcompany. The examination was closed. 


PARNET ISRAELI, described in the Receiving Order as B. Lewis, 
artist, Cromwell Grove, W.6, attended for pub'ic examination in the 
London Bankruptcy Court on Tuesday before Mr. Registrar Stiebel. The 
debtor failed in July last with liabilities £409 and no assets apart from a 
reversionary interest under a Will. It appeared from his statements that 
he is an artist specialising in portrait painting. He had submitted a 
proposal for a composition of 5s. in the £ which the creditors had accepted. 
The eXamination was concluded. 


Obstruction Charge.—Max GotpsTein, of Victoria Park Road, 
South Hackney, failed to surrender to his bail at the Marylebone Police 
Court on Saturday, to answer a charge of obstruction. A policeman said 
that it was the Jewish New Year's Day, and he understood that Goldstein 
being a Jew, must not travel or carry money onthatday. “If he is not 


ll, said Mr. Hay Halkett, the magistrate, “he will be arrested on a 


Warrant, in spite of his religion.” Eventually the case was adjourned 
until Monday, when Goldstein surrendered to his bail. ‘ 


Claim for Damages.—At the Whitechapel County Court on Friday, 
Samuel Siteman, of 16, Paget Road, Stoke Newington, Motor Cab 
Proprietor, sued J. GOIDE, Lrp., of 54, High Street, Whitechapel, caterers, 
for damages sustained to one of his cabs as a result of a collision with 
one of defendant's vans. Mr. Siteman alleged that defendants’ driver was 
beciigent in that he was driving at an excessive speed. As a result 
of theaccident he had incurred £410 5s. 7d. in respect of repairs, and he 
bad lost £14 through his not being able to use the cab whilst it was being 
repaired. He claimed £54 53. 7d. damages. Goide Ltd., denied that 
the accident was due to their driver and alleged that it was entirely due 
to the negligent driving of the plaintiff. Their van contained food for a 
function for which they were catering, wilh the result that they had 
Sutfored considerable loss. They counterclaimed for £34 lls. 61. Judge 
Cluer gave judgment for the defendants on the claim and counterclaim 
for £84 64. with costs. 


fan\ruptey Prosecution —At the Guildhall on Tuesday, before Mr. 
Alderman llowell, JACK SUSSMAN, 35, of Bethune Road, Stoke Newington, 
Was charged, on remand, with obtaining by false pretences, and with 
‘otent to defraud, the sum of £580 from Mr. Carl Goldschmidt, a merchant 
banker, who was a creditor in his bankruptcy. There was another charge 
inder the Bankruptcy Act of failing, in compliance with an order of the 
Registrar, to file a goods account. To this latter charge the accused, 
«cling on the advice of bis counsel, Sir George Jones, pleaded guilty. Sir 
George said that the accused had failed to account not from dishonesty or 
carelessness but through inability. This was not the case of a man 
‘aking away with his assets. The defendant, in his own public exami- 
nation, had himself suggested the preparation of the goods account, which 
he afterwards found himself unequal to. He had honestly tried to do it, 
bat failed through sheer inability. Sussman was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment in the second division. (A report of the previous 
bearing of the case was given in our issue of September 27th). . 


Alleged Theft.—Max Ostrrovsky, 34, a Russian dancer, of Hereford 
Road, W., appeared before Mr. Arthur Gill, at the Westminster Police

was alleged that while Ostroveky wasexamining some tie. pins, acom pasion, 
reaching bebind a curtain, took the necklaces. A moment after the men 
had left the shop the necklaces were missed. The men were at once 
followed by Miss Linnell, and the accused was given intocustody. Mr. Gill 
committed the accused to the Central Criminal Court on the first charge, 
and adjourned the second sine die. 

Theft of Motor Cars.._Max Taupe, aged 23, of Melrose Avenue, 
Cricklewood, the leadcr of a West End hotel orchestra, was sentenced at 
Highgate Police Court last week. to 12 months’ hard labour for et aling 
three motorcars. Stewart Searey, aged 23, of Chandos Avenue, Crick’ 
wood, charged with being associated with Taube in the theft of two of 
»six months’ hard labour. The cars were taken 
from cir parksin the West End, and Taube was arrested in Tottenham 
Court Road when sceking to have fixed on one car the bumpers of another 
car. On arrest he ran away, but was recaptured. 


Acquittal.—liyuan Finsters, 18, a clerk, was acquitted at the 
Middlesex Sessio »n Monday, on the chargé of stealing a waliet and 
three £5 notes belonging to Alan Taffel, a research chemist, who 
missed his wallet and money at the Hendon open-air swimming bath on 
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Suicide. — Sir Walter Schroder held an inquest at Hampstead 
recentiy on C: RABRINOVITCH, 34, of 7, Pelham Street, White- 
chape!, who died in New Eed Hospital. The deceased, it was stated, 
was a married man, and enjoyed good health, and he was in regular 
cmployment as a compositor, He had not known avy worries ani had 
never been heard to threaten to take his life. Mr. Barnett Nynberg, of 

38, Prick Larne, Who worked with deceased at Messrs. Williams and Co., 
printers, of Worship Street, Finsbury, said that deceased bad had as 
attack of inflaenzain April, and since then was‘depressed attimes. Some 
weeks ago bis wife was taken suddenly ill, and was operated on ia the 
London Hospital, and that worried him very much. He often said that 
his life was not worth living, but had never threatened to take it. 
P.C. Shepherd said that while on duty at Hampstead Heath, he found 
the deceased lying on the footway in the Spaniards Road, unconscious 
and being attended by adector. A bottle which contained lysol was 


found near the body. Dr. Geoffrey Fitzgibbon, of the New End Hospital, 
stated that when deceased was admitted he was moribund, and died in 


He had since made an internal examination of 
the body and found that death was due to poisoning by lysol, a iarge 
quantity of which had been taken, and added that sometimes after 
influenza people's minds got unhinged. A note was found addressed to 
Mr. Nynberg by deceased, which read: “ Farewell dear Clara (bis wife's 
name): there is no one left for me but Mr. Nynberg; see that my wife is 
provided for." The Coroner recorded a verdict of “Suicide while of 
unsound mind.”

MUSIC. | 
Two New Series of Concerts. 


The newly-formed London Concert Orchestra, Ltd., of which Cyril 
Scott is President, gave its first concert at the ALolian Hall last week. 
The organisers have apparently taken care to put the Orchestra upon a 
sound financial basis, a precaution the desirability of which was indicated 
by the smallness of the au ijience. lor though this Orchestra “fills upa 
gap,” it is doubtful whether it “satisfies a long-felt want,” in London, at 
apy rate, though no doubt, the London season may lead to provincial 
engagements. Ihe Orchestra consists of forty competent musicians, led 
by Wm. T. Ward, who play well togethor, and, under the permanent 
conductorship of Arthur Parfrey, will no doubt acquire a completely 
satisfying ensembie. Apparently the evils of the deputy system have 
been abolished, without the system being abolished, which is a little 
difficull to understand.

The Cult of the Viola 

Another new series of recitals began last week when Lionel Tertis 
literally held us entranced at the Wigmore Hall. The six recitals that 
he has planned for this winter should do a lot to popularise the viola. 
For till the advent of Mr. Tertis a vicious circle swirled around this 
unfortunate instrument; noone would write for it, because no one played 
it, and no one. would play it, because no one wrote for it. Having an 
exceptionally perfect instrument and being an exceptionally «qaalified 
musician, Mr. Tertis broke the circle by arranging violin and ‘cello music 
for the viola and playing his own arrangements. 5). apposite were 
his arrangements that Elgar and Delius have now given him specific 
permission to arrange some of their music for the viola, and British 
com posers like Bax, Ireland and Dale are writing directiy for him. Itis 
probable, thers fore. that the name of Tertis will go down to musical 
history. His first programme consisted mainly of contemporary British 
music of a high standard, 

There were two interesting works, in this recital, by Benjamin Dale: 
a Romance and Finale and an Istroduction and Andante. Of the first, 
the Finale was a littie over-developed and tended to spoil the balance of 
the whole, but the Romance touched depths of beauty that make one 
look forward to some really fine work from Mr. Dale. The Introduction

Chaikovsky in large doses is not for every musical taste, ani even 
when the l'rancesda di Rimini Sympbonic Poem and the sixth Symp ony 
are included in one programme one feels inclined to complain of the thin 
ness of the fare. Sir Henry Wood and his Orchestra know the lathetic 
Symphony sothoroughly that if they were all deprived of their score 
their performance would not vary by a single gracenote.

Cave” lhe principal fault with the playing of this Orchestra is that it 
lscks cohesion. “ Fingal’s Cave” is a thing so well known as to be alinost 
Inte, and yet one feels that the orchestra just Works its way through with 
ho uncerstanding, po interest, and not the faintest emotion. The strings 
are not too pleasing, but in contrast the wood. wind are exceptionally good. 
Lompare the balance of tone in this Orchestra with thatof Bruno Walter 
who records a trifle by Johann Strauss, “ Tales from the Vienna Woods.” 
The latter body, though undoubtedly numerically inferior, obtains much 
more variety and beauty oftone simply by adequate balance. 

An excellent vocal record, really superbly recorded, is Colaumbia’s 
version of two arias from Mozart's “ Don Giovanni,” sung by Heddle Nash 
‘enol. So well is this done that the absolute quality and individuality 
ofthe voice come across as though they had never been through the 
abdominal tubes of a machine. The Milan Symphony Orchestra, under 
the admirable Mole joli, gives a pleasant versioa of the Prelude and Valse 


from Gounod’s “ Faust.” ‘The tone and balance again is excellent, as is 
also the recording. In two quartets, “ Meet me by Moonlight” and “I! 
Know of Two Bright Eyes,” sung by Hubert Hisdell, Heddle Nash, 


Dennis Noble and Norman Allin, the voices. all worthy by themselves, do 
hot bicnd too happily and one feels that this is no fault of the recording 
but jast a misfortune of selection. Pattman tries to make Rubinstein’s 
“Melody in F "sound fresh, on the cinema organ, by taking liberties with 
the time. Raymond Newell, who has such adelightfully jovial manner of 
‘ging, makes a charming record of “I Married a Wife,” and “ Eton 
4'lng Song.” An interesting piece of record ng is of the Carillon which 
has been cast at Messrs. Gillet and Jobnston’s Croydon bell foundry for 
the Wellington ‘N.Z.) War Memorial. Bu: it is wise to use a soft or fibre 
with this record. G.

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“ Averting the Evil Decree.” 
BY AUNTIE. 

HERE are many impressive passages in the ritual 
of the great Fast which commences on Sunday 
evening. Some of these are of great antiquity: 

others are of more recent date, but none of those which I 
have in mind could be removed from the Service without 
sacrificing features which play a valuable part in making 
the traditional Service so moving and uplifting. There 
are some people who think that we might dispense with 


the recital of the ancient Temple ritual, with its quaint 
formulas and time-honoured chants. I think that would be 
a profound mistake, for though the actual sacrificial rites 
in the Temple are very far removed from what would be 


possible to-day, yet there is a great deal in the preserva. 
tion of the sense of religious continuity which is at the 


heart of Traditional Judaism. But the passage which 


always appeals to me most is the beautiful prayer (recited 
also on New Year) which was composed by a dying Rabbi 
in the Middle Ages, and which ends with the refrain " But 
Repentance, Prayer and Charity avert the Evil Decree,” 
Let us say a word on these three ideas as our contribution 
to the reflections for the most solemn day in the Jewish 
calendar. 


REPENTANCE, 
The Hebrew word for repentance means returning or 
going back. It is this conception of the act, which perhaps 
differentiates the Jewish requirement from that of most 
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other religions. The mere verbal expression. of sorrow for 
wrong-doing is not enough. The Jewish test of sincerity 
is going back.” The only way to correct wrong-doing is 


by right-doing. We have no priests who can grant* 


absolution” to sinners. Forgiveness is of God, and 
evert human creature is answerable to his Father in 
Hleaven. and to Him alone. Confession Is made not toa 
c'ergyman m a curtained recess, but publicly before the 
Throne of Merey. And it is a genera! confession. The 
whole congregation of Israel joims im it. The reason is 
that we are all answerable for one another. If an Israelite 
does wrong it may be through his fellows’ neglect, parental 
indifference, or failure to give him a helping hand, or evil 
example. If one man sins, it is a sin of all. So we pray 
t wether. But the one essential is that. if we have gone 
astray, we must come back and find the right path again. 
Only thus can the evil consequences of our wrong-doing 
be averted. One thing is certain—that evil begets evil. 
To avoid the evil results, we must avoid the evil beginnings, 
And we must do it before it 1s tco late. 


PRAYER. 

The next clement of the trilogy is Prayer. You may 
wonder how prayer can “avert the evil decree.” The 
answer is that we often go wrong through spiritual weak- 
ness, (dur natiugees become blunted through lack of 
communion with higher things. We become materialistic. 
We are stained with the clay of the earth. It is by joining 
together in prayer that a finer tinge is given to our 
natures. By being brought closer to God, we become more 
godly and less likely to do wrong. So prayer, too, may 
help to avert the evil results that follow evil. 


CHARITY. 


And the last of the three is Charity. It is not the 
least important.
